"Wilson An Opportunist" 


I consider "Woodrow Wilson one of the most remarliablc developments 


ot'modern tunes. Brilliant in mind, and a master of history and rhetoric. I 
would not call him learned. He was actuated always by the purpose of the 
moment. He wns an opportunist. Sirave of manner, he constantly strove to 
advance himself. He saw only himself—and only his personal individual cs- 
tltation. He played the gaiue as an expert ivhist player—always to win- 
never to lose. Winning was his passion. 


Ho was brutal in victor}-. He was the first to run when threatened with 


defeat. There is evidence of this in his begging me to withdraw his name as 
• Presidential candidate at the Baltiomrc convention of 1912, when Champ 
Clark was leading him slightly. Had I yielded lo his panic at that time 
there would have been no President Wilson. 


Mr. Wilson was insensible of moral or political obligations. He recognized 


no debt to the giver. He was adroit in conduct and skilled in the use of 
language. Hi« English was a model of classicism. His strength lay in his 
cleverness of expression. His oratorical outbursts were at times dazzling. 
One becomes intoxicated with the veneer of his intellectuality. 


The Wilson ideal was Alexander Hamilton, the Federalist—not Thomas 


-Jefferson, the Democrat. Like Hamilton, he believed hi a limited monarchy 
—a life tenure for the President. 


He was an advocate of the British Government system. He taught it 


at Princeton University. While President, he regarded himself not only as j 
President, but Premier. Had he dared, he would have prorogued Congress as 
the King of England prorogues Parliament.

The next I knew, it was common gossip of New Jersey that AVi.'sou 


would be tbe candidate. A hundred times newspaper men have inquired o£ 
me whetliicr these two Princeton, trustees and others did not actually put 
up tho 570,000 required by Senator Smith for the Wilson campaign fnml, 
and whether, ts n matter of Fact. Cleveland Dodge and others did not re- 
fund the $70,000 when Wilson broke with Smith. 


In any event, at tlie commencement in 3010, there was an underground 


rumor that Mr. Wilson might he relieved of his duties iu another way than 
by formal action of the board at that time. . 


I'went to Kuroue. Returning in September, on making inquiries. I found 


tlmt the idea of the nomination of Mr. Wilson litKl gained great headway, 
especially among what were termed the reactionaries in New Jersey. 


Subsequently a meeting was held tit the Lawyers' Club in New York 


at which bis nomination was virtual^ agreed upon. This meeting was «t- 
tonded by Mr. Wilson, George Harvey, James It. Nugent, Hubert S. Hmlspc.th, 
representing Senator Smith, llobert J. Thompson, former Congressman Kuseiiu 
Kincaid, llobert Lindubury and Milan lloss. 


Mr. Wilson agreed to run for Governor. Senator Smith controlled a iim- 


ority of jthe delegates to tho convention which met ut Trenton, October 10, 
1011. 


Senator Smith Raised $75,000 


The progressive element in New Jersey violently opposed tbe nomination 


•of Mr. 'Wilson. Among thorn were William Hughes and Mayor Gregory, of 
Orange. Some gentlemen from Newark, whore Senator Smith resided, were 
at the doorway of the convention ball. They refused admission to progressive 
delegates. A number of personal encounters ensued. 


Mr. "Wilson was' nominated easily. lie inado his speech of acceptance. 


He embarked upon bis campaign under the management of Senator Smith, 
Jauies 11. Nugent and Colonel Harvey. 


Tlie progressive candidate for Governor was George L. Kecord. The 


Hopublican candidate was, Vivian Lewis. 


Ample funds wore provided for the campaign, $75,000 being raised liy 


Senator Smith and his, friends. Mr. Wilson made a magnificent stuuipuiE 
tour and was elected by a plurality of-over 40,000. 


After bis nomination on October '10, I sent tlie Governor-elect the fol-
